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August 13 - October 5, 1986 " TREASURES FROM THE NATIONAL 

MUSEUM OF AMERICAN ART 

This traveling exhibition of 73 paintings, seven sculptures, and one 
watercolor offers a choice selection from the permanent collection of the 
National Museum of American Art (NMAA) , Smithsonian Institution. The 
NMAA is the oldest federal art collection in the United States; its more 
than 32,000 paintings, sculptures, graphics, photographs, and decorative 
arts encompass over 250 years of America's art. The exhibition, 
organized by the National Museum of American Art, and its catalogue, were 
made possible by United Technologies Corporation. 


August 12 - October 19, 1986 "THE AMERICAN WAY IN SCULPTURE 

1890-1930 

Twenty-seven American sculptors working between 1890 and 1930 are 
represented through ^ works, all from the Museum's collection, in this 
educational show complementing the major exhibition, Treasures from the 
National Museum of American Art . Accompanied by a catalogue, the show 
reveals the diversity of themes, styles, and media employed by American 
sculptors as 19th-century traditions began to give way to 20th-century 
experiments . 


August 15 - October 26, 1986 NEW PHOTOGRAPHS FROM THE 

PERMANENT COLLECTION 


About 20 contemporary photographs acquired by the Museum in 1985 make up 
this exhibition. 


September 2 - November 30, 1986 ARS MEDICA: ART, MEDICINE, AND 

THE HUMAN CONDITION 


Over 130 prints, drawings, and photographs by more than 100 artists 
illustrate the relationships between art and medicine from the 15th 
century to the present. Four themes govern the exhibition: Anatomy; 
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Healers; Disease, Disability and Madness; and The Cycle of Life. Artists 
range from the mid-15th-century anonymous German Master E.S. to Robert 
Rauschenberg. Works of art include woodcuts from the 16th-century De 
Humani Corporis Fabrica of Andrea Vesalius, early color prints from""Essai 
de anatomie (1745-48) by Jacques -Fabien Bautier-Dagoty , Max Beckmann 7 ^ 
early-20th-century drypoint prints of "The Madhouse," and W. Eugene 
Smith's photographs of Dr. Ceriani (1948). Organized by the Philadelphia 
Museum of Art, Ars Medica is sponsored by SmithKline Beckman Corporation. 
A fully illustrated catalogue accompanies the traveling exhibition. 


October 8 - December 14, 1986 * THE BLOOD OF KINGS; A NEW 

INTERPRETATION OF MAYA~ART 

The tremendous progress made since I960 in deciphering ancient Maya 
hieroglyphic script has contributed to a totally new understanding of the 
art and culture of the Maya, whose civilization flourished in Central 
America from approximately 150 B.C. to A.D. 900. From their study of 
inscriptions and related imagery on Maya monuments , scholars have 
identified Maya kings and the major events in their lives and made some 
surprising discoveries about Maya customs and beliefs. 

This groundbreaking exhibition, featuring masterpieces of Maya art from 
public collections in the United States, Great Britain, the Netherlands, 
and Honduras, is the first to examine Maya art in the context of these 
recent findings. The 112 objects in the exhibition, dating largely from 
the Classic or golden age of the Maya (roughly A.D. 200 to 900), are 
among the handsomest and most haunting works of this vigorous culture. 

The monumental stone reliefs, ceramic vessels and figurines, and 
ornaments of jade, bone, flint, and shell were chosen for their 
extraordinary quality and for the information they provide about the 
history, rituals, and religious beliefs of the ancient Maya. 

Destroying earlier conceptions of the Maya as a peaceful, agrarian people 
led by astronomer/priests, the exhibition presents a picture of a 
complex, urban society, often at war, and ruled by kings who engaged in 
ritual bloodletting to affirm their positions and secure for their people 
the protection of gods and ancestors. 

The Blood of Kings was organized by the Kimbell Art Museum, Fort Worth, 
Texas, in association with The Cleveland Museum of Art. The Cleveland 
showing is sponsored by Ameritech and Ohio Bell. The exhibition is also 
supported by a grant from the National Endowment for the Arts and has 
received an indemnity from the Federal Council on the Arts and 
Humanities, 

A lavishly illustrated new study of Maya art, The Blood of K ings: Dynasty 
and Ritual in Maya Art , written by the exhibition's co-curators, Linda 
Scheie of the University of Austin, Texas, and Mary Ellen Miller of Yale 
University, serves as a catalogue to the exhibition. 
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October 21, 1986 - January 4, 1987 


DENNIS OPPENHEIM 


A selection of works by American sculptor Dennis Oppenheim (b. 1938), on 
loan to the Museum from the Sander Gallery in New York. Oppenheim, one 
of the artists commissioned by Standard Oil to produce work for its new 
corporate headquarters in Cleveland, will be represented in this 
exhibition by sculptures, in which metal is the dominant material, and 
related mixed-media drawings. 


October 21, I 986 - January 4, 1987 THE MAGIC OF STILL LIFE 

Artists' personal responses to the visual beauty of commonplace objects 
and their virtuosity in instilling a sense of "magic" in the formal 
qualities of the works are the subjects of this show. Approximately 25 
works — paintings, prints and drawings — from the Cleveland Museum's 
collections range from a lst-century Pompeian wallpainting, represented 
by photographs, to Picasso's Cubist painting "Bottle, Glass, and Fork." 
Among the artists whose works are in the exhibition are Juan van der 
Hamen, Chardin, Redon, Hans Hoffmann, and several Cleveland School 
artists, including William Sommer. 


October 31. 1986 - January 4, 1987 WILLIAM WEGMAN PHOTOGRAPHS 

A selection of about 13 large color Polaroid photographs by American 
photographer William Wegman, on loan from the Holly Solomon Gallery in 
New York. Wegman often used his dog, a Weimaraner named Man Ray, as a 
subject in photographs that can be amusing or wry. 


November 5. 1986 - January 4, 1987 “PAPER NOW: BENT, MOLDED, AND 

MANIPULATED 


Twenty-one contemporary artists are represented by 34 works in this 
invitational exhibition, organized by the Museum to examine the unusual 
ways artists are using paper to create two- and three-dimensional works. 
It includes examples of works fabricated of papers made by hand in Japan 
or by the artists, of shredded or folded paper money, and of cast paper 
pulp. Classical cultures are echoed in the paper sculpture of Rosemary 
Mayer, and the meeting of Eastern and Western civilizations in the works 
of Don Farnsworth. Michelle Stuart, recipient of three National 
Endowment for the Arts grants and a Guggenheim Fellowship, incorporates 
the symbols as well as the soil from the sites of ancient cultures into 
pieces which recall ritual installations and the structure of the earth. 
Glenn Brill weaves lithographed and painted strips of paper into 
brightly-colored, jazzy reliefs, creating an illusion of three 
dimensions. Works range in scale from Michelle Stuart's small book-like 
sculptures to a 60-foot work of white Japanese papers by Carolyn 
Greenwald. Paper Now , which is accompanied by a fully illustrated 
catalogue, will be the major exhibition at the Museum during the holiday 
season. 
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November 11, 1986 - February 15, 1987 COMFORTABLY SEATED 

This exhibition of furniture explores the variety of forms chairs have 
taken, and the materials used in making them, over a period of 3,000 
years, with emphasis on technological and stylistic innovations of recent 
times. The exhibition, drawn from the Museum collections, includes 
mainly European and American pieces with a few examples from other areas. 

November 18, 1986 - February 8, 1987 FIGURE PAINTING IN ASIA 

Hanging scrolls, hand scrolls, album paintings, and folding screens from 
the Museum's renowned Oriental collection examine themes, subjects, and 
expressive modes in Far Eastern figure painting traditions. An 
illustrated brochure and extensive label text accompany the exhibition. 

January 9 - March 1, I 987 CONTEMPORARY FRENCH LANDSCAPE 

PHOTOGRAPHY 


A selection of about 20 photographs taken over the last five years by 
French landscape photographers will be on loan from the artists. 


January 14 - March 8 , 1987 


* IMPRESSIONIST AND POST- 
IMPRESSIONIST MASTERPIECES; 
THE COURTAULD COLLECTION 


A traveling exhibition of 48 paintings from the Courtauld Institute-one 
of the world's greatest collections of 19th-century French avant-garde 
painting — opens at The Cleveland Museum of Art before being shown at The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in New York, Kimbell Art Museum in Fort Worth, 
The Art Institute of Chicago, and The Nelson-Atkins Museum of Art in 
Kansas City. The paintings were part of Samuel Courtauld' s private 
collection of Impressionist and Post-Impressionist paintings — the first 
and finest in England — which he assembled during the 1920s and gave to 
the Courtauld Institute, University of London, established by him in 
1930. Included are such important works as "A Bar at the Folies-Bergere" 
— Manet’s final masterpiece; "Young Woman Powdering Herself," an 
excellent example of Seurat's "divisionist" or "pointillist" technique; 
Toulouse-Lautrec's "Jane Avril;" Cezanne’s "Montagne Sainte-Victoire; " 
and one of Degas's provocative studies of movement, "Two Dancers on a 
Stage." The exhibition also presents important works by Renoir, Daumier, 
Pissarro, Rousseau, Sisley, and Vuillard. Organized and circulated by 
the International Exhibitions Foundation in Washington, D.C., the 
exhibition is made possible by a grant from the IBM Corporation and an 
indemnity from the Federal Council on the Arts and the Humanities. It is 
accompanied by a fully illustrated catalogue which is partially 
underwritten by the Andrew W. Mellon Foundation. 
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February 4 - March 15 , 1987 THE YEAR IN REVIEW 

An exhibition of all works of art acquired by The Cleveland Museum of Art 
during 1986. The new works, with few exceptions, are shown for the first 
time and for the only time as a group. The February issue of the Museum 
Bulletin is the catalogue for this exhibition. 


April 16 - June 7 , 1987 FOCUS: FIBER 

A juried show of original works by members of the Textile Art Alliance, 
Cleveland, this annual exhibition encompasses many textile techniques, 
including weaving, printing and dyeing, papermaking, embroidery, 
applique, macrame, xerography, and photo-imagery. 


April 22 - May 31 , I987 * MAY SHOW 

The 68th annual juried exhibition of works by artists and craftsmen of 
Ohio's Western Reserve region. The May issue of the Museum's Bulletin 
catalogues the exhibition. 


June 24 - August 16 , 1987 *PAUL_KLEE 

This major exhibition, organized by the Museum of Modern Art in New York, 
and opening there in February, is a comprehensive retrospective of 
approximately 250 paintings and watercolors and about fifty drawings and 
prints by Swiss artist Paul Klee ( 1879 - 1940 ). Through an agreement with 
the Klee Foundation in Bern, Switzerland, many rarely lent pieces, 
including prophetic, large-format paintings of his late period, will be 
brought together with works borrowed from collectors throughout the 
world. 


June 24 - August 23 , 1987 IMAGES OF THE MIND 

A support exhibition for the Paul Klee show that explores, through works 
from the Museum's permanent collections, the ways in which artists 
through history have represented reality. The exhibition is divided into 
two sections: the world of dreams, fantasies, hybrid and mythical 
creatures, depicted realistically; and the familiar world rendered in a 
simplified, abstract, or distorted manner. 
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August 14 - September 27, 1987 * GAUGUIN & HIS CIRCLE IN 

BRITTANY: THE PRINTS OF THE 
PONT-AVEN SCHOOL 

An exhibition of 85 woodcuts, lithographs and zincographs, etchings and 
drypoints, by Paul Gauguin and seven artists who followed him in Brittany 
between 1888 and 1895- Selected prints from Gauguin's and Emile 
Bernard's Volpini series will highlight the subtle differences between 
the mystery and psychological depth of Gauguin's work and the more 
developed Synthetism in the patterns and rhythms of Bernard's, These 
prints of the peasants and landscape of Brittany were the impetus for 
experiments in printmaking by other members of the Pont-Aven group, 
including Paul Serusier, Armand Seguin, Roderic O' Conor, Cuno Amiet, 
Maxime Maufra, and Henry Delavallee. Organized by SITES (Smithsonian 
Institution Traveling Exhibition Service) , the exhibition will travel to 
ut least eight museums in North America and England. It is accompanied 
by a fully illustrated catalogue.
